IN PLEA 
TO NEW

CLUBS’ coalition Fair 
Game have urged the new 
Labour Government to fol- 
low through on its promis- 
es for change and deliver a 
Football Governance Bill 
which creates a fairer fu- 
ture for football. 

The Bill was put on the 
backburner when then- 
Prime Minister Rishi Su- 
nak called a General Elec- 
tion in May, but Fair Game, 
a group of more than 30 
EFLand Non-League clubs 
seeking greater equality in 
football, want it brought 
back now by new PM Keir 
Starmer. 

The Labour Party com- 
mitted to establishing 
an independent regula- 
tor for football as part of 
their election manifesto 
and Fair Game is urging 
Starmer to act fast. 

Fair Game CEO Niall 
Couper said: “The in-tray 
for Keir Starmer is mas- 
sive and no doubt he will 
be keen to push forward 
with a large number of 
legislative changes. We 
urge the incoming Labour 
Government to ensure a 
reworked Football Gov- 
ernance Bill is amongst 
them. Change is urgently 
needed and it could be a 
quick win. 

“Keir Starmer is vocal 
about his love of the game 
and visited numerous low- 
er league football clubs 
during his campaign, so 
I hope he knows how im- 
portant football is to local 
communities. 

“The need for an over- 
haul of the governance of 
our national game grows 
stronger every day.”

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F PEOPLE were 
surprised when 
Phil Brown took 
over at Kidder- 


minster last 
season, you can 
only imagine the 


astonishment when 
he chose to hang 
around following rel- 
egation to National 
League North. 

After retiring to 
become assistant to 
long-term mentor 
Sam Allardyce in 
1996, the 65-year-old 
spent over a decade in 
the Premier League, 
first as a coach at 
Bolton then as the 
manager of Hull. 
© His CV includes a 
A Championship pro- 
> motion with the Tigers, an- 
' other from League Two at 
| Southend, spells at Preston 
and Swindon, plus two years 
in the Indian Super League 
at the helm of Hyderabad. 

With the exception of in- 
ternational management, 
Brown has achieved every- 
thing that could reasonably 
be expected and is hardly 
strapped for cash. So what’s 
the appeal of regional foot- 
ball? 

“I just love the game,” 
insists the Tynesider, who 
is assisted at Aggborough 
by Neil McDonald, another 
Allardyce acolyte who has 
spent almost three decades 
in backroom roles. 

“At the end of the day, foot- 
ball doesn’t change. You’re 
trying to pit your wits against 
another manager. It’s 
eleven versus eleven. 
What does the level 
matter? 

“Tt’s funny because 
the first match I ever 
watched live was 
South Shields. New- 
castle brought a re- 
serve side to Simon- 
side Hall and my dad 
took me down. 

“TI never forget a 
Scottish midfielder 
called Tommy Gibb. 
He sat on the ball in 
front of me, right in 
the centre of mid- 
field. Showboating, 
I suppose. I was 
thinking ‘What’s going on 
here?’. The only player I’ve 
ever seen do that since was 
Peter Beardsley in training 
at Bolton. 

“Now I’m managing in 
the same division as South 
Shields, so talk about things 
coming full circle. 

“Do we want to be at this 
level? Of course not. But we 
accept it. We’re realistic. We 
understand that the game 
plays its cards and some- 
times you're on the wrong 
end of a hand. But we’ve also

been on the right end of it, 
and we’ve seen what can hap- 
pen when you apply yourself. 
“That’s what we’re aim- 
ing for this year. We don’t 
believe that our careers are 
anywhere near over. We want 
to put ourselves back on the 
map by getting promoted.” 
Brown nearly saved him- 
self the bother, orchestrat- 
ing a remarkable resurgence 
upon his arrival at Aggbor- 
ough in January. Six wins 
from eight games briefly 
hoisted Kiddy out of the rele-

“T used to hate going into 
clubs and saying ‘Where are 
the scouting reports? Where 
are the networks?’. Because 
if they weren’t there, it usual- 
ly meant it had all gone when 
the chief scout was sacked 
along with the manager. 

“For me, that’s just rub- 
bish. Football should be 
about supporting the own- 
ers who support the club by

Perhaps unsurprisingly 
for one schooled at the hand 
of Allardyce, he is also prag- 
matic in his approach to tac- 
tics, citing the progress of 
several smaller nations at the 
European Championships as 
an example of why the much- 
aped Manchester City blue- 
print is not the only route to 
success. 


“Man City and those teams 
at the top are responsible for 
a style of football that every- 
one is trying to play these 
days,” he says. 

“And that’s great. If you’ve 
got the players, get on with it.

“But I also like a battle. 
And when you haven’t got the 
players, you’ve got to fight 
your way through it.

INTENT 


THERE’S a general 

rule of thumb when it 
comes to the purchase of 
football clubs: the longer 
things drag on, and the 
more noise you hear, the 
less likely a takeover 
becomes. 

Little wonder, then, 
that Southend support- 
ers are nervous. A deal 
to sell the club to COSU, 
a consortium led by 
Australian businessman 
Justin Rees, has been 
in the works since what 
seems like the Triassic 
Period. 

Bond demands. Wind- 
ing-up orders. Credi- 
tors coming out of the 
woodwork. You name the 
obstacle, Southend have 
hit it, leaving a resolu- 
tion both tantalisingly 
close and agonisingly out 
of reach. 

What’s crucial in this 
case, however, is the 
material commitment of 
COSU in terms of time 
and funding. Rees and 
his cohorts have provid- 
ed financial backing to 
Southend despite not 
owning the club, know- 
ing full well that their 
investment would go 
up in smoke if the deal 
collapsed. 

This tells us two 
things. One, that they 
don’t believe it will 
collapse. And two, they 
are not the sort of fly-by- 
night charlatans who buy 
a club first and look for 
the money later. 

Clubs who attract this 
sort of serious interest 
almost never go bust, 
however insurmount- 
able their problems may 
seem. If things drag, as 
they have at Southend, it 
is frustrating but rarely 
fatal. Buyers negotiate. 
Sellers dig their heels in. 
Councils and creditors 
stick spanners in the 
works. It’s all part of the 
process. 

The time to worry -as 
the sad case of Bury 
illustrates — is when your 
debts are so terrifying 
and the potential for 
recovery so limited that 
nobody shows an interest 
at all. 

That has never been 
the case at Roots Hall.

ELL, here we go again. It only 
feels like yesterday that we 
were finishing last season’s 
competition. 

This season’s Fantasy Non-League will 
again only cost you £5 to enter. The FNL 
2024/25 entry deadline will be midnight 
on Saturday, August 31, 2024. It is very 
important that you read the rules very 
closely as | am making some changes to 
the competition this season.

This is always a difficult 
subject and gauging what this should be 
is not easy. 

Last season, the highest position at the 
end of the season of a team that entered 
before the season started was 52nd. They 
finished the season 2,469pts behind the 
FNL 2023/24 winner. 

| had thought about dropping the Early 
Entry Bonus and starting the competition 
from Saturday, August 31, but it was 
pointed out to me that this course of action 
would hinder The Mixtures leagues as 
those three weeks of August feature at 
least two rounds of the FA Cup. 

Therefore, | have decided to stick with 
the Early Entry Bonus and everyone will 
start scoring points from the start of the 
season on Saturday, August 10. 

So, how does the Early Entry Bonus 
work? Well, if you enter the competition 
before 12pm noon on Saturday August 
10 you will receive those EARLY ENTRY 
BONUS points. 

I still get emails and calls commenting 
on the fact that we allow people to enter 
the competition nearly four weeks into the 
season. 

Ideally, | would love to start the compe- 
tition before the season starts but if we did, 
we would only have around half the players 
we normally get. My normal answer to ev- 
eryone that asks this question is everyone 
can start either before the season starts or 
before the deadline at the end of August. 
In fact, | know that many players enter at 
least two teams — one before the season 
starts and one before the deadline at 3pm 
on Saturday, August 31. 

There will again be Manager of the 
Month awards. In total, there will be eight 
of these with the last one being April 2025. 


However, again this season the first Man- 
ager of the Month will be for the month of 
September. 

At the end of the season, there will be 
cash prizes for the top three places and 
once again we will have my personal fa- 
vourite, a prize for finishing bottom, so why 
not enter two teams, one to win it and one 
to lose it? If you have never tried to finish 
bottom then give it a go, it is not easy. 

Again, this season you will be compet- 
ing for the Barrie New Bottom Spot!!

“North Greenford Unit- 
ed are a very good side and 
Bedfont Sports will want to 
go back up to Step 4, but this 
will be a good challenge for 
us.

“Its quite a big step up 
to Southern or Isthmian 
League football and we want 
to make sure that is some- 
thing we are ready for if it 
comes.

TOP TEEN 
LUCAS IS 
LURED BY 
MAGPIES

TEENAGE talent Kayden Lucas has 
taken his first steps to the top after 
signing a scholarship with Premier 
League giants Newcastle United. 

The 16-year-old striker caught the 
eye of Magpies’ scouts after scoring 
nine goals in his first six games for 
Clevedon Town’s Under-18 side. 

“I'm over the moon for Chumpy,” 
Seasiders’ first-team manager Alex 
White said. “He’s chasing a dream, 
and this is a very positive step in that 
direction. He’s a humble lad and has 
a brilliant attitude with obvious talent, 
but now the hard work starts for him. 

“It’s been a pleasure to have him 
as part of the club and help ina 
small way on his journey. For the 
club, it’s obviously a great story and 
emphasises the strong pathway and 
platform we provide for young players 
to develop and for their talents to be 
recognised and showcased, but all the 
credit for this belongs to our Under-18 
manager Lee Archer.” 

Indeed, Archer, a former pro himself 
at Bristol Rovers, has been instrumen- 
tal in guiding Lucas from his time in 
junior football at Milton Nomads and 
then at North Somerset RTC after he 
had been rejected by other profes- 
sional clubs. 

When Archer took over as Under-18 
manager last season, the first thing he 
did was bring in Lucas. 

“At North Somerset | thought he 
had been dropping too deep,” Archer 
explained. “So | had a chat with him 
about what he’s good at and what a 
pro club would look for in him. At Cle- 
vedon we got him to play on the last 
man and make runs in the channels — 
and he was brilliant at it.” 

Lucas’ break came in his first 
competitive game for Clevedon when 
scouts from Newcastle and Norwich 
were sat in the stands looking at 
other players. Instead, it was he who 
stood out in an outstanding all-round 
display, scoring four times, backed up 
with intelligent runs, pace and clever 
hold up play, in a 6-1 victory. 

Lucas continued to play with his 
mates at Clevedon but when the offer 
came along to train at Newcastle, it 
proved too good to turn down, once 
travel assurances were made for the 
600-mile round trip. 

Lucas is the second young Cleve- 
don player to play for Newcastle after 
left-back lan Davies - who again only 
played a handful of games for the 
Seasiders in 1973 - made 82 appear- 
ances for the Magpies following spells 
at Norwich City and Detroit Express in 
America. 

Like Davies, Lucas is far from the 
finished article and Archer said: “He’s 
raw and he’s got lots to work on, but 
as a club it’s what you want with a kid 
at his age. 

“Chumpy deserves it all for the hard 
work he’s put in and for never giving 
up. The thing with Chumpy is he’s 
such a lovely lad and an amazing indi- 
vidual; as a person he’s well rounded, 
confident but not arrogant and he has 
his feet firmly on the ground. 

“I know it won’t go to his head 
and I know Newcastle will treat him 
properly. If it’s right off the field for 
Chumpy, his head will be in the game 
on the pitch. 

“Pm really excited to see what hap- 
pens next, but we'll stay in touch, and 
we'll always be here for him.” 


IKE many others, I 

like to keep abreast 

of developments at 

upwardly mobile 

clubs across the 
country. 

Indeed, the newest venue 
in Non-League football is 
Eastbourne Community 
Stadium where Darlington 
Town FC began playing right 
at the denouement of 2023/24. 
This coincided with their 
joyous promotion as Wear- 
side League champions to the 
Northern League Division 
Two, joining Step 6 of the 
National League System. 

The Darlings’ media officer 
Callum Ward told me more 
about ongoing plans. 

“The team was initially 
called Darlington Reserves 
and subsequently became 
Darlington Town in 2018,” he 
said. 

“We were based at East- 
bourne Sports Complex util- 
ising the original 3G artificial 
pitch but it lacked the Step 6 
facilities required to get us 


promoted. However in 2022, 
we heard interesting talk 

of anew ground designated 
elsewhere on the Eastbourne 
site. 

“A year later, it was an- 
nounced Darlington Borough 
Council and the Football 
Foundation were funding 
stadium construction. It 
officially opened in May 2024 
and we moved in. 


Progress 


“Our biggest game to date 
at Eastbourne Community 
Stadium was the Wearside 
League’s Shipowners Cup Fi- 
nal when we beat Richmond 
Town 3-0 on May 18. It was a 
fantastic occasion and result. 

“The attendance was 437. 
Tm pretty certain this is 
our largest ever crowd. We 
clinched the treble that day as 
we had also lifted the league’s 
Monkwearmouth Charity 
Cup two weeks beforehand. 

“Therefore an outstand- 
ing achievement and real 
testament to a bunch of lads 


who’ve resolutely stuck to- 
gether. They are an absolute 
pleasure to watch and be 
involved around.” 

Darlington Town boast 
decent amenities and these 
can be suitably enhanced 
if the club climb further up 
the pyramid. It sounds very 
much like a continuing work 
in progress. 

“The Eastbourne Com- 
munity Stadium has Step 6 
National League System level 
grading,” said Ward. “Two 
seated stands and two covered 
standing areas are in place 
plus perimeter hard standing 
on three sides of the pitch. It 
is used by ladies’ teams too 
alongside other community 
organisations. We are hoping 
to reveal some detailed news 
shortly regarding extra 
facilities being added to the 
stadium. 

“Overall, it is a massive 
boost for everybody to attain 
Northern League status. The 
main core of players stayed 
loyal to us for five years and 


we've forever dreamed of 


grasping promotion.” 

Accordingly, the Darlings 
have strengthened their 
ranks for the new campaign. 
Ward pointed to a couple of 
significant acquisitions. 

“We pulled off two major 
signings in Liam Jarvie and 
Jonny Burn whilst retaining 
our nucleus from the past 
season. That is important 
because we possess a truly 
close-knit group, although 
possibly some additional 
faces will still be arriving 
through the door. 

“Jarvie comes in off the 
back of gracing Step 4 duties 
at Newton Aycliffe. He was 
a key component for them 
in winning the Northern 
League Division One during 
2022/23. ‘Jarv’ is a local lad 
and good friends with the 
majority of our squad and 
management. Before his stint 
at Aycliffe, he played for us 
at Darlington Town but his 
goalscoring ability shone 
through. He was quickly ap-

proached by numerous clubs 
and left to star at a higher 
level. Yet Jarv always said 
he would definitely return 
here one day! And he couldn’t 
have picked a better moment 
whereby we go into our first 
adventure in the Northern 
League.” 


Relationship 


Defender Burn is a product 
of the Middlesbrough youth 
set-up and went on to make 
EFL appearances for Oldham 
Athletic and Bristol Rovers. 
He turned out for York City 
and Whitby Town afterwards 
prior to taking a break from 
playing last season. 

“Jonny now wants to enjoy 
his football again and was 
keen to join us,” Ward added. 

I just wondered how far 
Darlington Town can advance 
in the medium to long term. 
Obviously, National League 
North giants Darlington FC 
loom on their doorstep -a 
club boasting lengthy historic 
Football League pedigree.

Nevertheless, by considering 
a population of almost 108,000 
residents in the town, Ward 
is quietly confident of rosy 
fortunes ahead for his team. 

“Only time will tell but 
we unquestionably aspire to 
compete at the right end of 
the Northern League Divi- 
sion Two table,” he added. 
“Darlington is a huge catch- 
ment area and already has a 
number of clubs, although 
I believe there is room for 
everyone. 

“With this in mind, we’ve 
initiated what will hopefully 
be a mutually beneficial rela- 
tionship with Darlington FC. 

“So we look forward to 
potential joint opportunities 
linked to them in the future 
including pre-season friend- 
lies between the two sides.” 

Exciting stuff unfolding 
then at Eastbourne Commu- 
nity Stadium. 

Consequently, Darlington 
Town are firmly on my list 
for a visit once 2024/25 kicks 
into action.
